The crops are far below the .safety level in \arioiis parts of 


Mexico. No other result could b«* expected to follow the de- 
structive political conditions existing in that unhappy country. 
Men needed to till the soil have been fighting, or pretending to 
fight that they might rob. It amounts to about ihe same thing 
economically. Others who have not taken up arms, have been 
prevented from cultivating the fields, even Mexican fashion, 
which frequently does not mean much. Fear has restrained 
them, or the excitement of near-by battles, or the lack of work- 
ing capital swept away by the civil war. 


Also the crops have often been laid waste by 
reckjcss 


soldiers or military bandits. Animals tiucessary to the tilling 
of the farm have been killed by marauders or seized for the 
convenience of fighting men, or men supposed to fight. Agri- 
cultural tools have been put to warlike or near-warlike uses.. 


Tn a poor and backward country such conditions have left 


the masses no chance for even their usual meager Jiving. Many 
have come to dire \\ant. Rome have starved. More are in 
in peril of such a fate. They fall victims of their countrymen's 
contempt for the fundamental law that order is absolutely vita! 
to the life of any nation.
